The Lungs are two large ſpongy bodies, of a red- 
diſh colour in children, greyiſn in adult perſons, and 
bluiſh in old age, filling the whole cavity of the eko- 


fax, one being ſeated in the right ſide, the other in 
the

the left, parted by the mediaſtinum and heart, and of 


12 figure anſwering to that of the cavity which con- 
ftains them, that is, convex next the ribs, concave 


next the diaphragm, and irregularly flated and de- 
preſſed next the mediaſtinum and heart. They are 


1 diſtinguiſhed into the right and left Lung, and each of 
| theſe into two or three portions, called lobi or lobes, 


ö of which the right has commonly three or two, and 
the left two. They are joined to the ſternum, by the 
mediaſiinum, before ; to the vertebra, by the pleura, 


behind, where it Tiſes by the vertebre ; to the heart, 
by the vena arteria pulmonalts ; and ſometimes to the 
Y pleura, where it covers the ribs. The lobes of the 


; Lungs are covered with a double membrane, the ex- 
ternal of which is a production of the pleura, and 


N the internal of which not only immediately covers the 
ſubſtance of the Lungs, but alſo its very gland, and 


jills up the interſtices which are between the branches 
of the ſmall lobes with little veſicular cells. The fine 

capillary blood veſſels are ſo thick upon this mem- 
brane, that it ſeems to be nothing but a net-work of 
veins and arteries. The ſubſtance of the Lungs is 
compoſed of an infinite number of little lobes, of 


various figures and magnitudes, but their ſurfaces are 


ſo adapted to one another, as to leave but very few 
and ſmall interſtices. Theſe lobes are like ſo many 
bunches of grapes upon the ſides of the bronchie. 


# Each little lobe contains within its own proper mem- 
brane an infinite number of ſmall orbicular veſſels, 


which leave ſmall interſtices between them, and are 
full of little membranes like thoſe which tie the lobes 


N 1 together. The extremity of the branches of the bron- 


chiz opens into the cavity of the veſſels which are 
properly formed by its membranes, but the capillary 
blood veſſels are only ſpread upon the veſicles like a 


4 net, with frequent and larger inoſculations. The 


veſſels which enter the lungs, are, the trachea or 
oſpera arteric, by which we draw in the air; the 
erteria pulmonalis, which comes from the right ven- 


7, tricle; and the vena pulmonalis, whoſe trunk opens 


into the left ventricle of the heart. Each of theſe 
. vices into two branches for the two great lobes of 


£ | the 
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the Lungs, where they are ſubdivided into as many 
branches as there are little lobes or veſicles in the 
Lungs. Wherever there is a branch of the trachea, 
there is a'ſo' a branch of the veins and arteries, and 
the trachea is always in the middle. Upon the 
branches of the trachea arteria, which are called 
vronchic, runs a ſmall artery, called arteria bron- 
chialis; and à ſmall vein, called vena pneu monica.— 
The artery comes from the aorta, and the veins ↄpen 
into the ſubclavian. Upon the hr nsch, eyen to their 
minuteſt famifications, run Hkewiſe the fine threads 
of this eighth pair of nerves. Beſides theſe, the Lungs 
have lymphatics, which diſcharge themfelves"into"the 
thoracicdudt, but they are ſmaller, and have more 
frequent inoſculations than are obſervable any where 
elſe. 

The trachea or aſperia arteria, is a large canal, 
artly cartilaginous and partly membraneous. It is 
ituated anteriorly in the lower part of the neck, from 

whence it runs down into the thorax between the 
pleura, through the upper ſpace between the duplica- 
ture of the mediaſtinum behind the thymus. Having 
reached as low as the curvature of the aorta, it divides 
into two lateral parts, one towards the right hand, the 
other towards the left, which enter the Lungs, and 
are diſtributed through them in the manner already 
ſaid. Theſe two branches are called bronchi&# ; and 
that on the right ſide is ſhorter than that on the left. 
The trachea is made up of ſegments of circles, or 
. cartilaginous hoops, diſpoſed in ſuch a manner as to 
form a canal open on the back part, the cartiliges not 
going quite round ; but this opening is filled up by a 
oft glandular membrane, which completes the cir- 
cumference of the canals. Theſe circles are all con- 
netted by a very ſtrong elaſtic membraneous ligament 
fixed to the edges. The canal of zhe aſheria arteria is 
lined on the infide by a particular membrane, which 
appears to be partly fleſhy or muſcular and partly 
ligamentary, perforated by-an infinite number of fmall 
holes, more or leſs imperceptible, through which a 
mucilaginous fluid "Y paſſes, to defend the 
75 3 
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inner ſurface of the trachea againſt all ſort of acri- 
mony. At the angle of the firſt ramifications of the 
trachea arteria, we find on both the fore and back 
ſides certain ſoft roundiſh glandular bodies of a bluiſh 
or blackiſh colour, and 1 a texture partly like that 
of the thymus and partly like that of the glandulæ 
thyroides. There are other glands of the ſame kind 


at the origin of each ramification of the bronchie, but 


they decreaſe proportionably in number and ſize.— 
They are fixed immediately to the bronchie, and are 
covered by the interlobular ſubſtance, and they ſeem 
to communicate by ſmall openings with the cavity of 
the broucki@. |
